We quaran- 
tine against smallpox, yellow fever, and cholera, 
and thus seek to protect the homes of our people.

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THE OHRISTIAN IDEAL. 
BY REV. ©. L. JACKSON. 
[Preached in the First M. E. Church, Marion, Ind., 
Sunday evening, October 12, 1890.] 
Text, Phil. 8 : 12, “Not as though I had already at- 


tained.” 
[ Concluded.] 

Thus, as has been said, ‘A standard of life 
which is proclaimed as the discovery of to-day and 
the climax-morality of the ages was displayed in 
the heart of humanity two thousand years ago.”’ 
Upon this ideal we may inscribe without ever 
fearing that the disclosures of time will falsify it, 
as was the case when Spain stamped it over the 
pillars of Hercules on her coins—‘'We Pius U tra” 
— “there is nothing bsyond.’’ No improvement is 
possible, because the perfect can not be more per- 
fect. In it we have the whole globe. No western 
hemisphere remains to reward the quest of some 
adventurous Columbus. Bat this is not all that 
Christ has done. He hasdone something more 
than live a very pure and exalted life which has 
become the heritage of the whole world, and 
whose transcendent beauty every beholding eye 
must recognize. He might have done almost this 
without appreciably exalting or benefiting men. 
For you can readily see how avery high ideal 
might b3 a discouragement rather than an encour- 
agement. The contrast which it would present to 
what men have been able to realiz3 in their own 
lives, would cause the heart to sink, and thu; para- 
lyze effort. Moen would say, ‘‘It is too sublimated 
for us; it is high; we can not attain to it, and 
there is no use to try.’”? Bat no such discourage- 
ment appears in Paul’s language in the context. 
On the contrary, there is the highest possible en- 
thusiasm, the enthusiasm of the flset-footed run- 
ner who is certain of winning the priz3 in the 
race. In addition to his setting up of his perfect 
standard, Christ has furnished the inspiration 
which guarantees its working out in human life. 
Ohrist sets up no claim to originality in the virtues 
embodied in his ideal. Very much that he exem- 
plified in his immaculate life existed in the world 
before his advent; but it existed only in theory, in 
system, infancy. Uaselfishness was enjoined by 
mapy of the ancient ethical codes. But those 
codes were ideals simply of ebitract thought, not 
of the aspiring moral nature, and therefore they 
were not truly ideals at all. 

The uniqueness of Obrist, however, consists in 
his having supplied the power which was needed 
to set all this beautiful machinery in motion. What 
was before but a lifeless statue received from him 
the breath of life and forthwith became a living 
soul. By some subtle alchemy of life he touches 
the souls of the cowardly disciples that could 
shamefully forsake him and deny him at the crucial 
hour when their presence and sympathy would 
have been most grateful, and suddenly they are 
transformed into heroes whose martyr-spirit no 
danger could daunt, no obloquy quench. In like 
manner Paul had been touched by this transform- 
ing power. He gives us the genesis of it all when 
he says, a8 it is rendered in the margin of the re- 
vised version, ‘‘I press on, if so be that I may ap- 
prehend, seeing that also I was apprehended by 
Christ Jesus.’”’ It was because Ohrist had first laid 
hold of him by his grace and mercy and love that 
Paul felt the high constraint, the mighty impulsion 
of bounden duty to realiz3 in his own experience 
that Ohristlikeness of character. This is the secret 
of his power upon every Christian. ‘We beheld 
his glory, fall of grace and truth,” and his grace 
and truth and love in his own incarnation of the 
ideal have laid hold of us, have penetrated to our 
inmost being, awakening responsive love to him- 
self, and transplanting thus the lofty ideal from the 
region of intellect to the region of heart; from im- 
agination to affection; from fancy to fact; from ab- 
stract thougat to concrete life. ‘We love him be- 
cause he first loved us,’’ and what we truly love 
must be ideal. And the logic of love is irresistible, 
“Tf ye love me, ye will keep my words;” “He 
that saith he «ebideth in him [that is, by love] 
ought himself also to walk, even as he walked.’’ 

This was the great object of the incarnation, thus 
to grasp, thus to apprehend men, Had Jesus 
made the noonday sun his pulpit, and preached 
with trumpet voice, pointing the world to some 


ethical standard, he would hardly have produced 
a ripple upon the surface of human life. It was not 
to save men from a flaming hell of physical pain 
that Christ came in the flesh, but to save his people 
from their sins by setting before them a new ideal, 
and by supplying a new power which is adequate 
to realize it in life. How should we ever have rid 
eurselyes of these mean ambitions, this love of 
power, this root of selfishness, how should we ever 
have overcome the lust of the flesh, the lust of the 
eye, and the pride of life—in a word, how should 
the world ever have dethroned the animal and 
made the spiritual nature regnant, but for that 
grasp from above, that apprehension which came 
of the working out of the Ohrist-ideal in the inear- 
nation? None of these things moved him. To all 
that was vain and mean and selfish his great soul 
was a stranger. Ambition was no factor in his con- 
duct. In no single instance was his miraculous 
power exerted for self-aggrandizement. Because 
of this a generation of political malcontents and 
religious bigots crucified him. But his cross has 
made the final and succes:fal appeal to humanity. 
It has awakened that quenchless enthusiasm of 
moral attainment which we have seen in the soul 
of Paul as the inepiration of his phenomenal hero- 
ism of unselfishness. The greatness and adequate- 
ness of this Ohrist-given power, the history of 
nineteen Ohristian centuries, with its brilliant 
record of martyrdoms, missionary heroiems, and 
philapthropies, abundantly attests. But its great- 
est victories are not blaz»ned on monumental 
marble, or inscribed upon the page of the historian. 
In the inconspicuous, unpretentious, and theref re 
unsung lives of the vast majority that live their 
humble, work-a-day lives, and sink out of sight in 
nameless graves to be soon forg »tten—among these, 
in the contentedness with which it has taught them 
to toil away in their narrow spheres, in the virtues 
which it has fostered among them, in the peace 
which it has brought with it, in the happy families 
which it has created, in the moral development 
which it has wrought,in the desecularizing of 
every part of life which it has accomplished, and 
in the calmness with which it has taught men to 
contemplate and finally to meet death, the most sig- 
nal triumphs of Ohrist have been achieved. 

Godet says that Jesus ‘thas been to humanity the 
genius of holiness;’’ and another has said, ‘*There 
is no human virtue which the love, the truth, the 
righteousness of Christ will not inspire and draw 
out intoa nobler form. Ohristianity is a religion 
for the weak, not because Ohrist is weak, but be- 
cause he isso strong, because ‘to them that are weak 
he increaseth strength.’ ”’ 

In this lies the infinite worth of Ohrist to the 
Onristian. Herein is his superiority to all other 
teachers. Matthew Arnold draws this contrast be- 
tween Jesus and Socrates, who is perhaps the most 
Christlike of all the world’s teachers that preceded 
Christ. ‘‘The radical difference,’’ he says, ‘‘between 
Jesus and Socrates, is that such a conception as 
Paul’s would, if applied to Socrates, be out of place 
and ineffective. Socrates inspired boundless friend- 
ship and esteem; but the inspiration of reason and 
conscience is the one inspiration which comes from 
him, and which impels us to live righteously as he 
did. A penetrating enthusiasm of love, sympathy, 
pity, adoration, reinforcing the inspiration of rea- 
son and duty, does not belong to Socrates. With 
Jesus it is different. Oa this p>int it is needless to 
argue; history has proved. In the midst of errors 
the most prosaic, the most immoral, the most un- 
scriptural, concerning God, Christ, and righteous- 
ness, the immense emotion of love and sympathy, 
inspired by the peraon and character of Jesus, has 
had to work almost by itself alone for righteous- 
ness; and it bas worked wonders.’ 

Looking, then, at this paragon of all excellence 
which is set before us as the ideal, the model, after 
which we are to build in our life; and beholding 
the power that Christ has given us by which to re- 
alize it, may we not, with profounder gratitude in 
our hearts than we have ever had before, join with 
Paul in his “‘thanks be unto God for his unspeak- 
able gift?”? What though as yet we must say, 
“Not as though I had already attained?’ With 
the ideal and the power and an eternity given us, 
the goal is sure, and we may press toward it with 

enthusiasm, kindled by the anticipation 


transcendent spiritual truths, some superlative, of the prize that awaits us.. What man is to be- 


come in the processes «f this endless unfolding no 
seer can tellus. No mathematician can compute 
our possibilities. To doso would be to meagurs 
the stature of Ohrist. For endless ages we shall be 
approaching this asymptotic line, ever be 

nearer and nearer, yet never merging into it. The 
glory is too great for our present vision. We are 
lost in wonderment and awe as we look down the 
vistas of the ages to come. ‘‘It doth not yet appear 
what we shall be, but we know that when he shajj 
appear we shall be like him, for we shall see him 


as he is,”’

IN TIMES OF PEAOE.

The continued enjoyment of peace among the 
Christian nations leads us to wonder what will be 
the result of that universal condition: when 
“swords shall be beaten into plowshares.”’ With 
few exceptions, the civilized world has been for g 
quarter of a century free from the spectacle of war, 
This era of quiet rest brivgs to the youth of our 
country two possibilities—new triumphs and new 
reverses. Standing between these two influences 
we should inquire, to which are we tending? 

In the abstract nothing is more attractive than 
times of peace. War 1s a destroyer of homes and 
property and happiness and life. It has all the 
qualities of a cyclone; it isa wind enraged into a 
mighty destroyer. But peace is pictured with her 
hands full of grain and fruit and flowers, and with 
all the emblems of art and ecience around her feet; 
and yet, it is questionable whether man is noble 
enough to appreciate the refined and exalted condi- 
tion which peace brings to home and- ~-niry, 
Moses discovered that some moral principies were 
too good for the Hebrews just emerging from bond- 
age. Ohbrist found his philesoxpby too pure and 
spiritual for the people of his time, and he died in 
the struggle of the excellent against the unworthy. 
And thus it may remain a matter of debite 
whether the present conditions of peace are not too 
good for the actual form of morality now living in 
the world. Without being able to note what is 
the result of this existing peace, we can declare 
what should be taking place, if this period is 
worthy of present opportunities. Whether the 
times are too good for our hearts we dare not af- 
firm, because we are unable to survey the whole 
situation. We can only state what we think our 
country should be doing with its magnificent en- 
dowments. But time only will tell whether we 
are true or false to our trust. We should be busy 
creating all kinds of wealth, for as war is a de 
stroyer, the absence of all such waste of money and 
men should instantly become a period of accumu- 
lation of aJl that is good. Daring the close of the 
last century the awful drainage of war and royal 
extravagance began to reveal itself in France and 
Germany, in the absence of young and old men 
from the field and in the presence everywhere of 
women as beasts of hard toil. The last cow wes 
sold by many a poor family to pay tribute to the 
king not sufficiently paid by the blood of soldier- 
son or soldier-father. ‘I‘hose awful scenes resulted 
in the revolution and reign of terror. Peace is the 
converse of all this sad landscape. The walls and 
the fences are all standing, the fields are well culti- 
vated, the harvest is joyfully gathered, the wheels 
of the mills are all humming, the children go to 
school, and on Sanday the multitudes go to church 
or gather at the home of friends. Peace is the 
arena of all noble action. 

But in an era of such quiet what is to impel the 
mind upward rather than downward, and onward 
rather than stationary? In the past many were 
made great by the pressure of their times. Their 
superior powers were aroused and employed and 
taxed by the surrounding need. Are we to remain 
stationary because there are no calamities to disturb 
our sleep? Is man to await the whoop of Indian 
or the deep sound of cannon before he can perceive 
the great roads of duty and education and fame? 
What use can be made of heaven if our greatnes’ 
must be forced out by the pressure of calemity? If 
terrible times make real mavhocd, what shell we 
find. in that country where no tears are shed? If 
only war can produce great men, then the beatitude 
of Christ should read, ‘Blessed are the war-msk- 
ers.” But under this maxim heaven would be a2 
absurdity. The ideal period, therefore, must B® 
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one in which man shall move toward a good end, 


not driven, but allured. The will power and 
morals and taste are the everlasting motors of the 
soul. They are the divine creators of human life, 
and all else should be esteemed accidental and 
transitory. The individual will never be found de- 
tached from society, and there will never be in so- 
ciety anything that is not first in man considered 
by himself. If one apple on a tree is sour twenty 
will not create a sweet taste. Thus scciety can not 


rige above the individual. Each mind is a csuse 


more than a result, and equipped with morals and 
taste and wil), should ask no greater blessing from 
heaven than the arena of the present. A time 
greater than that around Pericles in Athens, or 


.. Virgil in Rome, or Angelo in Florence, or Wash- 


ingten on the Potomac, or Lincoln on his farm, is 
enveloping our homes, and yet millions will sleep 
awsy their glorious opportunities because there is 
no one to blow the brazon trumpet in their heavy 
ear3. Perhaps we do not know what is meant by » 
free and independent mind. Freedom is not re- 
lease;from a Kirg George or of a slave from his 
mester, but it is a release {rom all that can fetter or 
dwsif. The former slaves of this country, when 
freed from their masters, died by the thousands 
from their bondage to indolence and vice. Free- 
dom, therefore, is an emancipation which covers 
the whole domain of mind and heart. 

Individual liberty is the power to perceive and 
perform that which is best. Such an impulse will 
help to lead the feeble to that which is better, 
rather than be led by them to that which is worse. 
In these times of peace the human part of creation 
should, go forward. It is not probable that society 
extracts from the world the one-tenth part the good 
it contains. Our men are not half so great nor our 
women half so beautifal as they might have been 
or might be. What are those great centuries com- 
ing along for unless it be that the human soul may 
have still greater happiness? Wars are waning. 
that the millions may cultivate friendship as be- 
tween themselves and between nations. The Hin- 
doo visits America, and, with perfect English, tells 
us of the virtues of our Christ, and Christians jour- 
ney in pagan lands to find them brothers of those 
assembled in the temples of Jesus. The most elo- 
quent sentence uttered by Lord Ooleridge in his 
visit was, ‘I bring with me Mr. Gladstone’s love 
to his ‘kin beyond the sea.’ ”’ 

Not only has the soldier disappeared, but the 
king has been compelled to relent.and share his 
happiness with the people. On this hemisphere 
the king has almost wholly faded away, that the 
people may epjoy the money and labors which 
were once absorbed by the throne. Following this 
enlarged opportunity, with reciprocity, great re- 
sults must follow if only the will can master the 
temptation to indolence and vice. But each indi- 
vidual must grasp the situation and re-fashion his 
own world. Distiny reverts back upon self, and 
whether we are equal to the era time only can tell. 

We can enumerate in one sentence what should 
be going ‘orward in theseamazing times. Govern- 
ments, in nations and cities, should protect all the 
indastrious and honorsble, makirg their homes 
and lives safe, so that all may be relieved of that 
deep solicitude so prevalent in our land. Individ- 
ual minds should seek plain homes and moderate 
preperty, and give more lebor and care to the 
mind, rather than to amassing money; friendship 
should b3 esteemed more valuable than gold, and 
simplicity the perfection of beauty; churches 
should be less careful about creeds and dogma, and 
more interested in the Ohrist-spirit ; less combative, 
and more inclined to the unity of the Spirit. Then 
unless the crowds upon the streets are reckless 
criminals, or mere children, or slaves, they will see 
upon land and sky the emblazoned invitation to a 
better and happier life, and it will soon become 
evident that man and his world come from an infi- 
nite and « ver-loving Gcd.

trath, but even then the ‘‘aweet charity that think- 
eth no evil’ shculd be the distinguishing charac- 
teristic. It is trae that men can not all think alike. 
We surely have the right to differ, but we ought to 
be willing to bring our diff:rances to the test of 
God’s Word, whether they stand or fall, and abide 
by that. How often is it said, “If you don’t think 
as we do, you are not Ohristians.’”’ Even in our 
own liberty-loving household of faith one is sub- 
jected to an occasional eharge of being an idolater, 
simply for emphasizing and upholding the ‘‘ordi- 
nances that are divinely delive red unto us’’ for one’s 
keeping and one’s obedience. Again, one is some- 
times styled a Trinitarian because of an avowal of 
one’s faith in the divinity of Ohrist, or sneered 
at as a Oalvinist for having an abiding trust 
in the atonement Ohrist made on Calvary for sin- 
ners. These unwise discriminations are the re- 
sult of an insuffi:iency of scriptaral knowledge, 
and hence are void of intrinsic worth and merit. 

As an illustration of this subject I am reminded 
of an article which appeared in the HERALD not 
long since, having for its keynote the last verse of 
I. John 5; namely, “Little children, keep your- 
selves from idole.’’ In it and through it the author 
is unstinted in his censure of all who stand in de- 
fense of what they deem Gospel tenets of faith, 
virtually classing them as “idol worshipers, with 
blurred inner vision, mentally stupid, spiritually 
stolid, and criminaliy imbecile.”” In his animad- 
version he seems to forget that ‘‘disputed tenets’ 
have a defensive as well as an offensive side, and 
that positive men with positive ideas and ample 
Scripture at their backs feel justified in “picking 
ap the gauntlet’? whenever thrown to them in de- 
fense of their faith. Hence, the necessity is forced 
for a “‘continuous holding up of these disputed 
tenets’? by a continuous aggressiveness of those 
who take the offensive. When the latter ceases I 
am inclined to think there will be a truce, and not 
till then. 

Referring again to the writer’s keynote, it seems 
incredible that one familiar with the teaching of 
that chapter should select its closing verse to head 
an article bristling all through and through with 
antagonis ms to its clearly-taught precepts. If one 
were to search the entire New Testament it is doubt- 
(ul if another chapter combining so many of these 
‘‘disputed tenets” so strongly emphasiz:d and so 
plainly set forth could be found. Here the Trini- 
tarian finds strength and comfort in resting his de- 
fense in these words: ‘‘For there are three tbat bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost, and these three are one.”’ Again: 
‘*And we know that the Son of God is come, and 
hath given u;3 an understanding, that we may know 
him that is true; and we are in him that is true, 
even in his 89n Jesus Ohrist. This is the true God, 
and eternal life.’’ 

Here is water b:iptism and the atonement in these 
words: ‘‘This is he that came by water and blood, 
even Jesus Christ; not by water only, but by water 
and blood.’”’ Does the. beloved apostle eliminate 
“the middleman dogma,” “the human go- 
between,’’ from his tenets? The eighth verse will 
answer: ‘And there are three that bear witness in 
earth, the Spirit, and the water, and the blood: and 
these three agreein one.’”? These three unite in the 
same one testimony in witnessing for Jesus here on 
the earth. Who dare blot out any one of these 
three witnesses? By what scriptural authority, 
pray, are any of these witnesses made non- 
essential? Their cffice is the same here, for they 
“agree in one.”’

in the revision of the hymnal, it seems proper, as 
we have just held a meeting of the committee, 
that a brief report of it and the committee’s work 
should be given tothe HeraLp. Bro. Sirickland 
was unt bie to be present, as he is busy preparing 
a” anthem book. 
efficient service in suggestions and criticisms con- 
cerning the manuscript as it has been sent to the 
committee, was also unable to be present, owing to 
the abundance cf her work, made still more urgent 
from the fact that she intends to visit Germany this 
summer. We were fortunately able to fill her 
place, very acceptably to the committee, with Miss 
Ida E. Peake, who will have charge: f the depart- 
ment of music at Starkey Seminary next year, and 
who is a very fine singer, as well as a skilled organ- 
ist. The service she rendered the committee dur- 
ing its session was invaluable. Our meeting began 
Tuesday evening, April 21st, and closed Wednes- 
day morning, the 29.h. 
everything was entirely harmonious. 
manuscript was examined before Saturday, when 
Bro. Newhouse left for Boston to visit his daughter 
in the New England Oonservatory of Music. 
Some change will probably be made in the portion 
of the manuscript examined Saturday and later.

lished by us twenty-eight years ago. A few have 


been added from other sources. Quite a number 
of bymns which, as far as the committee know, 
were rarely if ever used, have b2en omitted. Sev- 
eral that were specially serviceable in prayer and 
social meetings have also been omitted, as it was 
our jadgment that the book should be prepared 


with a view to its use in the church service chiefly. 
There will b3 no second part. The arrangement is 
almcst identical with that of the Yhristian Hymn- 
book. Quite a number of tunes, some of them fa- 
miliar by years of use, are omitted, either because 
batter adapted to use in social meetings, or be cause 
published in such books as Bro. StrickJand’s and 
many others, and hence alwsys at hand. 

The book will be enriched by many new tunes, 
some of which, because copyrighted, must be pur- 
chased; but the committee felt it was best to add 
what was of real merit, even at some expense, 
rather than to publish a new edition without such 
addition. Special pains were taken to get tunes 
adapted to congregational use, yet of a high order. 
Much will depend upon the mechanical execution 
of the book. This, the committee is determined, 
shall be frst class. The plates will be made by a 
New York firm that has had large experience in 
musical work of the best character. The paper 
and binding will be much better than that of the 
present hymnal. If the ideas of the committee are 
carried out (and we have all confidence that they 
will be) we shall have a book that will bear favor- 
able comparison, in its mechanical part at least, 
with such popular books as Laurels Domini, Spir- 
itual Songs, ete. It is probable that some of the 
copy will be in the bands of the printer by the 
time these lines are read in the HERALD, and that 
the work will be pushed as rapidly as the plates 
can be made. Care will be taken to have all done as 
economically as is possible, and have all frst class. 
It is now hoped that it may be ready for sale by 
September ist. Let the churches send in their or- 
ders to the Publishing House, with the expectation 
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that they will be filled about that time. The com- 
mittee also hope to have the price not greater than 
for the present book, and, if possible, lower. Miss 
Peake has been secured to help prepare the copy 
for the printer, and will aid the writer as much as 
possible in reading the musical proof. 

Bro. Staley preached two excellent sermons on 
Sunday to our congregation, which were well re- 
ceived. 

In concluding this somewhat lengthy account of 
our work, let me say to all the churches, ‘‘Get 
ready for the new book.’’

THE SALE OF INDULGENOES. 

Many of the churches of our land are engaged in 
the wicked practice of selling indulgences. This 
they do while looking with abhorrence upon the 
actions of Tetzel, of the Roman Catholic Church, 
and with earnest approval upon the reform meas- 
ures of Luther. These indulgences are not the 
same that the illustrious German condemned, but 
they are just as real. I refer to the use of church 
fairs and festivals ior money raising. Thes: 
practices are wicked because they offer for money 
the indulgence of the appetite and that of display. 
They are wicked because they set aside the plain 
requirements of the Scriptures, “‘If any man will 
come after me, let him deny himself,’’ and substi- 
tute therefor self-gratification. Think of the 
church trying to promote the very thing which 
it has been instituted to restrain! Is there no in- 
temperance except in the drinking of alcoholic 
liquors? Is a person temperate who eats three 
regular meals and tnen in the evening goes to a 
table loaded with cakes, pies, candies, and other in- 
digestible dainties and violates the laws of health 
by taking into the stomach not additional nourish- 
ment, but substances that have scarcely any use 
except the tickling of the palate? If there were 
less intemp2rance in eating there would be less in- 
temperance in drinking. Au overloaded stomach 
has a morbid desire for something else, and in the 
case of the man of drinking habits it is the pour- 
ing down of liquor. If the mothers and wives of 
our land want to eradicate drunkenness let them 
not only teach the evils of selling and drinking 
liquors, but let them discountenance all forms of 
indulgence in eating and thereby greatly re.iuce 
the craving thirst in these sons and husbands for 
that which intoxicates. But the mothers and 
wives of our churches in too many instances are 
doing the very opposite of this in their work for 
fairs and festivals. ‘‘Giveus money for our church- 
work,’’ they say. The answer oijten is, “I can’t 
afford it.’”’? ‘‘Then we wili appeal to your appetite. 
We can gain our ends in that way.’’ And the man 
who can’t give a cent as a free gift will pay liberally 
at the festival, and go away with the false assur- 
ance that he has done a most worthy act for the 
church. It is all for the Lord, youknow! Oh, the 
selfishness that is concealed beneath so-called 
charity! Why is this method of raising money 
so much in use? Because it is comparatively easy. 
Mankind are always ready to pay for self-in- 
dulgence. But how different the teaching of the 
Master: ‘*When thou makest a dinner or a supper 
call not thy friends nor thy brethren, neither thy 
kinsmen nor thy rich neighbors, lest they also bid 
thee again and a recompense be made thee, But 
when thou makest a feast call the poor, the 
maimed, the lame, the blind, and thou shalt be 
blessed, for they can not recompense thee; tor thou 
shalt be recompensed at the resurrection of the

The church fair stands on tne same plane as the 
festival. In its case the appeal is made to the love 
of display, the desire for household luxuries as 
seen in beautiful ornaments and the thousand 
fancies of human pride. People invited to go to 
the fair have nothing for the church as a free gift, 
but the exhibition’ of showy and ornamental 
articles attracts them. They are asked to buy. 
The article in question is not one which they need, 
but it would greatly embellish their home or add 
to their personal charms. It would not comfort 
the sick, nor relieve the distress of the poor, nor 
educate the illiterate; it would simply gratify the 
love of display. The temptation to buy is strong, 
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and a few earnest solicitations from the very affable 
sales-girl brings about a purchase of the article, and 
the individual goes away thinking more of his 
purchase than of avything relating to the church. 
Brethren, let us call loudly for a discontinuance 


of these sales of indulgence. The Master had not 
where to lay his head. Let us not be so much like 
the world that we can not live without the numer- 
ous luxuries that cater to our pride. Then weshall 
not try to get money for any purpose by encourag- 
ing our selfish propensities. We wonder at times 
that people who want to be righteous and holy 
should countenance these things. It must be that 
they have not studied the subject carefully and 
prayerfully, or they are blinded by the constant 
practice of these very indulgences. ‘I don’t be- 
lieve in foreign missions.’’ No; but you do be- 
lieve in fairs and festivals. The one is self-denial; 
the other is self-indulgence. 

Bat this is not the only reason that church fairs 
and festivals are wicked. They inculcate false 
methods of charity. The church should be sup- 
ported on the ground of duty. The appeal for 
money should be made to one’s obligations to his 
Master. Give because it is your daty to give; put 
where church fairs and festivals are held, how 
much of such instruction is inculcated? How 
much would one be impressed with the daty of 
giving who paid into the treasury for the return o! 
self-indulgence in rich creams and pastry and in 
showy possessions? The man who gives with no 
sacrifice, whether he receives indulgence in return 
or not, is not morally benefited by the gift; he is 
falsely taught, and learns to look upon the churecb 
as a nuisance and nota necessary blessirg He is 
led to feel no interest in the church by such a gift 
making. People ought to give out of their best 
possessions and out of their necessary income. To 
give otherwise is to go contrary to the Word of 
God. Church fairs and festivals do not inculcate 
giving from duty and with a sacrifice. The church 
that is supported by persons taught to give from 
principle will have a steady and reliable support. 
Bat money raised by fairs and festivals depends 
upon the caprice of people who feel no obligations 
in the matter, and upon the skill and strategy of 
those who manage these sales. The church that 
gets its support in the former way avoids all those 
jealousies and bickerings that come with the latter 
D'spute as to shrewdest plan and wounded feelings 
because of slights, make upa part of the experi 
ences of fairs and festivals. 

Let us teach the people :o give of their posses- 
sions to the church on the ground of duty, to make 
asacrifice when giving, and to resist all attempts 
to practice the selling of indulgences,

REV. MILLS B. BABRETT. 

Many hearts have been made sad in the an- 
nouncement of last week’s Sun that Rev. M. B 
Barrett wasdead. Last Tuesday afiernoon about 
one o’clock, at his home near Ivor, Va., he sud- 
denly though peacefully passed away to the spirit 
land, In the mornirg he walked some distance to 
@ mill-pond and returned about ten o’clock, seem- 
ingly as well as usual. He attended to promiscuous 
duties until nearly twelve o’clcck, though he com- 
plained some of a pain in his arms and stomach. 
At noon he fed his horses as usual and ate his din- 
ner with his family. Af.er dianer he went to his 
chamber and laid himself down to rest. His wife 
entered his room in a few minutes and discovered 
@ sudden change come over him, when at once she 
called other members of the family, who ran in 
only to see him breathe his last. Within a few 
noinutes after he was taken ill all was still, and a 
stern fact spoke to all who hastened to help one 
they loved, declaring that he was dead. The news 
spread rapidly, casting a gloom over the entire 
community. He died as peacefully as an infant on 
its mother’s breast. 

Our ranks are broken, a father in Israel has 
fallen. He was human and had his imperfections, 
but I loved him for his many excellent traits, his 
long life of active work in the ministry, the souls 
he won to Christ. He was the oldest minister in 
the Eastern Virginia Christian Conference in active 
pastoral work. 

He was born near Providence Church in Nor- 
folk County, Va., September 6, 1828, and was a 
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grandson of Rev. Burwell Barrett. His parents 
were Rev. Mills Barrett and Sarah J., his wife, 
His father and grandfather were useful ministerg 
in the Christian Ohurch. He leaves an only 
brother, Rey. 8.S. Barrett, of Berkley, Va. He 
began preaching at the age of nineteen years, and 
spent about forty-three years cf active service in 
the ministry of the Ohristian Ohurch, with but 
slight, if any, interruption. He was ordained to 
the office of elder in the church at Antioch 
in Isle of Wight Oounty, Va., October 31, 1850, 
Rev. Isaac N. Walter preached the ordination ser. 
mon. He had longer pastorates, perhaps, than any 
other man in the Southern Oonference. He 
preached at Barrett’s Church in Southampton 
County for a period cf thirty-three years, and at 
Mt. Carmel from the time of its organization until 
his death. He has served as pastor at Barrett’s, 
Johnson’s Grove, Union, Hebron, Mt. Carmel, 
Windsor, Liberty Spring, Sharon, Providence, 
Centerville, New Lebanon, and Sprirg Hill. For 
several years he was president of the Eastern Vir- 
ginia Christian OCon‘erence. A few years ago he 
attended the American Christian Oonvention at 
Albany as a fraternal messenger. More than once 
he wasa member of the Southern Quadrennis] 
Convention, and a presiding officer in the same, 
Just before the war broke out he organizad a Cbris- 
tian Church at Petersburg, with encouraging pros- 
pects, but was forced to abandon his cbject. He 
was chaplain during the late war of perhaps the 
Forty-first Virginia R°giment. 

Our deceased brother prszessed some rare traits 
of character. He was a fine parliamentarian, a 
good preacher, social and of a happy spirit, of fine 
and attractive personal appearance. He wssa 
most tender, affactiovate, and devoted hu: band 
and father. His superior as a revivalist was reldom 
found in the country. Scores have been converted 
under his minis‘ry. Since 1869 he has married 
about three hundred and twelve couples and 
preached ata great many funerals He was married 
March 31, 1847, to Mrs. L. Zilles, of Svssex County, 
with whom several children were reared. After a 
few years death claimed her and he was left alone, 
On March 38, 1868, he was married to Anna L. 
Summerell near Ivor, Va., who now survives 
him. He leaves four children, a wife, and a host 
of friends to mourn their loss. 

On Thursday, April 16th, a large crowd of rela- 
tives and friends assembled to attend and conduct 
aservice in honor to his memory ard to lay his 
body in the silent tomb He was buried with Ma- 
sonic honors. Rev. ©. J. Jones, D. D, ef Norfolk, 
preached the sermon, which was indeed a fine one 
and deeply impressed all who heard him. The 
race is run, prcbation closed, the mystic river 
crossed. A voice that for forty-three years was 
raised in inviting sinners to Christ is suddenly 
hushed. May we hope that he is now wearing im- 
mortal youth and with his head upon the bosom of 
his God, hearing many calling him blessed. May 
we meet him about the fl»wery mount before the 
eternal throne in peace eternal. I extend a broth- 
er’s sympathy to his dear wif, brother, and chil- 
dren. May grace lead them.

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REMARKS AT THE FUNERAL OF MRS. E. P. 
GODLEY. 
BY J, MAPLE. 

“For which cause we faint not; but though our out- 


ward man perish, yet the inward man is renewed day by 
day.” II. Cor. 4: 16. 


Man possesses a daal nature. He is not all 
animal, nor is he all intellectual and spirit. The 
real man is what, we call the soul, and the body is 
the tabernacle in which he lives. Hence Peter 
said, “Yea, I think it meet, as long as I am in this 
tabernac’e, to stir you up by putting you in remem- 
brance, knowing that shortly J must put off this 
tabernacle”’ Here Peter speaks of his body asa 
temporary residence that he must soon leave. He 
would leave it at the change we call death. Hence 
Paul speaks of being ‘‘absent from the body, and 
present with the L>rd.’”’ The body musi die and 
return to its original elements, but the soul shall 
survive the death of the body and live forever. 
‘*Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was, 
and the spirit shali return unto Gd who gave it.”’ 

The sup2riority of the mind over the body and 
its independence of it is clearly stated ia our text. 
The body may and does ‘‘perish,’’ but the mind 
grows stronger. It the miad is the result of the 
physical organiz stion, and dependent upon it for 
its existence, it would of necessity ‘‘perish’’ with 
it; but thisitdoes not do. Mrs. Godley’s body 
grew feeble and became so weak that she was 
physically helpless; but her miad remained clear 
and strorg, and grew brighter as she neared the 
change of worlds. This gives us the abiding 
assurance that she survived the death of her body, 
and now lives with tne Savior in heaven. 


“The soul on earth is an immortal guest, 
Condemned to starve at an unreal feast; 

A spark, which upward tends by nature’s force; 
A stream, diverted from its parent source; 

A drop, disssvered from the boundless sea; 

A pilgrim, panting for the rest to come; 

An exile, anxious for his native home.’’ 


The soul of man contains within itself marvelous 
intellectual, social, and spiritual powers. In the 
infant child the faculties are dormant, and at first 
there are but faiat indications of their existence; 
bat as the child grows they are gradually de- 
veloped, and there is nothing more interesting 
than to watch the unfolding of the mental and 
moral faca!ties of thesoul. How this cevelopment 
of the mind transforms and beautifies the body! 
It transfizures it with its own light and beauty, 
and the face is illuminated with the light that shines 
from withia. There is nothing in all nature so 
beautifal as the child, Its laugh is as sweet to me 
as the perfume of a half-b:own rose wafted into 
existence by the graceful sweep of an angel’s wing. 
‘Of such is the kingdom of heaven.’’ 


There are progressive stages in the development 
of the soul, and each widens the range of thought, 
opens new fizids of knowledge, increases the 
capacity for usefulness, and unseals new fountains 
of joy and happiness. Each step isa new unfold- 
ing of capacities of the higher nature and brings 
its own peculiar experience. The child has a 
child’s thoughts, aspirations, and epjxyments. It 
has glimpses of a higher life, and reacnes out after 
it. Through the growth of the body and the de- 
velopment of the mind it soon passes out of the 
child’s world into the youth’s world, and now new 
thoughts are awakened and new impulses thrill 
the whole natar3. It isin a new world and has 
thoughts, feelings, aspirations, and enjoyments 
mever experienced before; a new realm of 
thought, action, and enjoyment is open toit. Bat 
it is not satisfied; it is too great for this realm and 
longs for a higher and better. Thus it passes on 
from one stage of development to another, and 
each brings higher enjoyment and increased capac- 
ity for usefulness. The whole life is an unfolding 
of the complex nature God has given us. Thus we 
have the innocence and beauty of childhood, the 
vivacity and restlessness of youth, the stirring 
energy and ambition of young manhood, the 
strength and indastry of maturity, and the phys- 
ical decay of o'd age. Bat death does not end all 
with man. ‘‘Dast thou art, and unto dust shalt 
thou return,’”’ was not spoken of the soul, but of 
the body. We were created for immortality, and 
are encircled by infinite love. There are indica- 


tions of this in our own nature, and as Whittier 
sings, 

“So sometimes comes to soul and sense, 

The feeling which is evidence 

That very near about us lies 

The realm of spiritual mysteries. 


“The sphere of the supsrnal powers 
Impinges on this world of ours. 
The low and dark horizon lifts, 

To light the scenic terror shifts: 


‘ The breath of a diviner air 

Blows down the answer of a prayer: 
That all our sorrow, pain, and doubt 
A great compassion clasps about.’’ 

Death is only the passing out of this life into the 
realm that lies beyond the visible. In this change 
we leave the body, for it has filled its mission, and 
we will have no use for it in the next life. It shal) 
‘*veturn to the earth as it was,’’ but we shall ascend 
to God. We will remain the same beings in- 
tellectually and morally that we were here, for 
death can make no changein us. It will chang: 
our location and relation to the material universe, 
for we will be out of our bodies and no longar con 
nected through them with physical nature. Here 
comes in a fact of infinite importance to us, a faci 
that must determine our condition in the next life; 
and that is, we have a moral nature and sustain s 
relation to the moral government of God. Thi 
relation must be one of harmony with him, or we 
will be unhappy. It matters not where we may 
be or what our surroundings are; we must be ir 
fellowship with God or we can not enjoy perma 
nent happiness. If we are living in disobedience 
to him conscience will condemn us. This brings a 
sense of guilt and kindles the fire of remorse ir 
the soul. ‘‘There is no peaca, saith the Lord, to 
the wicked.”’ This fact renders necessary a chang 
in our moral relations to God, and this is wrough' 
in the work of regeneration. We are quickened 
from the death in sin, and made spiritually alive— 
alive to God and to spiritual and eterna! things 
This change brings us into harmony with God and 
gives us an abiding hope in heaven. ‘‘Not by 
works of righteousness which we have done, but 
according to his mercy, he saved us by the washing 
of regeneration and the renewing of the Holy 
Ghost, which he shed on us abundantly through 
Jesus Christ our Savior; that, being justified by 
his grace, we should be made heirs according to the 
hope of eternal life,’’ 

Mrs. Godley was born March 11, 1812, and died 
April 8, 1891. Thus we see that she passed through 
all the stages of life, even down to old age. She 
expzrienced all the changes of this natural life, 
and enj»yed what it had to give; but she lived a 
higher life than this, and, while enjoying the 
physical and intellectual life, she lived a spiritual 
life of communion and fellowship with God. The 
temporal was made subordinate to the spiritual 
and eternal. The “‘outward man’’ grew feeble 
with age and ultimately died, but “the inward 
man was renewed day by day.’”? When life’s 
work was done she passed quietly on to the higher 
realm of peace and happiness in heaven. L  oking 
out from her eternal she went not alone. 

“The angel of the covenant was come, and, faithful to 
his promise, stood, 

Prepared to walk with her through death’s dark vale; 

And now her eyes grew bright, and brighter still, 

Too bright for ours to look upon, suffused 

With many tears, and closed without a cloud. 

They set as sets the morning star, which goes 

Not down behind the darkened West, nor hides 

Obscured among the tempests of the sky, 

But melts away into the light of heaven.”’ 

Death to Mra. Godley was passing out of the im- 
perfections of earth into the light and joy of 
heaven. Then she realized the vision of the poet: 

“The soul! the soul! with its eye of fire, 

Thus, thus shall it soar when its foes expire! 

It shall spread its wings o’er the ills that pained, 

The evils that shadowed, the sins that stained; 

It shall dwell where no rushing cloud hath sway, 

And the pageants of earth shall have melted away.” 

L»oking out from her eternal home, Mrs. God- 
ley wou d say, if she could speak to her children 
and friends, in the beautiful language of Oardinal 
Newman: 


‘““Weep not for me; 
Be blithe as wont, nor tinge with gloom 
The stream of love that circles home, 
Light hearts and free! 








Joy in the gifts heaven’s bounty lends; 
Nor miss my face, dear friends! 
“] still am near; 
Watching the smiles I prized on earth; 
Your converse mild, your blameless mirth ; 
Now, too, I hear 
Of whispered sounds the tale complete, 
Low prayers and music sweet, 
“A sea before 
The throne is spread; its pure, still glass 
Pictures all earth-scenes as they pass. 
We on its shore 
Share, in the bosom of our rest, 
God’s knowledge, and are blessed.’’ 


My friends, we too are rapidly passing through 
the changes that come to ali in this life, and wil] 
soon reach the last great change and pass on into 
eternity. Oan we pray with Whittier?— 


“When on my day of life the night is falling, 

And, from the windows of unsunned spaces blown, 
I hear far voices out of darkness calling 

My feet to paths unknown, 


“Thou who hast made my home of life so pleasant, 
Leave not its tenant when its walls decay; 
O love divine, O Helper, ever present, 
Be thou my strength and stay! 
“Be near me when all else is from me drifting, 
Earth, sky, home’s picture, days of shade and shine, 
And kindly faces to my own uplifting 
The love which answers mine. 
“T have but thee, O Father! Let thy spirit 
Be with me then to comfort and uphold; 
No gate of pearl, no branch of palm, I merit, 
Nor street of shining gold. 


“Suffice it if, my good and ill unreckoned,

F.rthe Eadeavors of Pailadelphia to undertake, 
means results. I must here refer to an address 
made by Dr. Falton, a very succe-efal missionary 
to Obina under the Presbyterian B >ard of Missions. 
While he said as many good things in the time 
allotted him as are often heard, I can only mention 
two or three. Mr. Falton astonished us all with a 
we | authenticated statement, that there was more 
money spent in one city in China for idolatrous 
worship than the whole Presbyterian body con- 
tributes to all braaches of Christian work. Dr. 
Falton’s work at present is to reach all Eadeavor 
societies in this country and pledge each member 
to give two cents a week toward foreign missions 

Each society is to make its contributions to the 
denomination to which it belongs. His success, 
therefore, is phencmenal. There are 15,000 so- 
cieties in this country, averaging seventy members 
each. You see if this plan is successful, over 
one million dollars will be realized for the foreign 
field from a source hitherto latent. And what is 
true of the mission-work is true of every depart- 
ment of Obristian work in which we enlist the 
energies of our young people, 

I chance to be connected with a church that six 
months ago organiz:da Y. P. 8. O. E. with eleven 
members. We now have fifty. A few of these 
are associate members, but a large proportion of 
our present active membership were formerly 
associates. They became Ohristians, united with 
the church, and are now on the active list. They 
conduct an evening prayer-m¢eting each week that 
often fills the lecture room. They held after-meet- 
ings Sunday evenings for séveral weeks, in which 
several were converted. With the assistance of 
the church they have raised $660.78 to be used for 
church repairs. Without an exception, as fast as 
they have become Ohristians they become regular 
contributors to the expenses of the church, each 
taking a package of envelopes, one for each Sunday 
in the year. We have als) a mission committee 
just appoin‘ed. The last meeting voted to send to 
Bro. Bishop two cents a week for each member for 
one year. 

We have a young men’s training class conducted 
by the pastor every Saturday evening. We are 
now studying the life of Christ. There are about 
six older ones: f us in the society, the rest being 
young people. We older ones are dead heads, but 
we have promised not to be ‘‘dead weights’’ nor 
grumblers. 

D m’t think for one. moment the present pastor 
is the cause of this grand work. The church had 
planned and prayed over it previous to his coming, 
but I chance to be their pastor when they reap the 
fraits of their past sowing. (Excuse this egotistic 
digression). 

THE PRESIDENT’S PASTOR. 

Another drawing feature of this meeting was the 
presence of Dr. Hamlin, the p.stor of the President 
of the United States. Dr.T. Edwin Brown, pastor 
of the church, welcomed the society for several 
reasons; one of them was because they represented 
maby different bodies of the one church. ‘‘De- 
nominationalism,’’ said he, ‘‘is a fact.”” I do not 
think it will soon be otherwise, but should they 
ever b3 one, it was natural he should desire they 
should all be Baptists. But the oneness of Christ’s 
army he also asserted to be a fact. We who knew 
Dr. Brown felt his broad and great heart was 
broader than his creed. 

Dr. Hamlin said he could go even farther than 
Ds. Brown had gone. He believed the society to 
be a prophecy of the time when there should be no 
more B:ptists or Presbyterians, but merely Chris- 
tians, He was invited there, he said, not as a 
Presbyterian, but because he was a Obristian, Dr.

THE INTERWOVEN SORIPIURES. 

The Bible is God’s Book, and his Book contains 
sixty-six volumes in one, twenty-seven of which 
pertain to the New and thirty-nine to the Old 
Testament. The Gospel of John, the Roman let 
ter of Paul, the prophetic book of Isaiah, the sweet 
Psalms of David, the beautiful stories of Esther 
and Ruth, the matchless dialogue of Job, and the 
Genesis of Mo3es are all accepted by the Church a3 
equally the Book of God. 

To us, God’s Bible takes in all the books and all 
the contents of all the books. They constitute a 
golden chain, imperfect only while any of the 
links are gone or broken. We also believe that 
these many b90ks in one, God’s Bible, are inspired 
books—that they come to us as if written under 
God’s eye, by his direction, or even as with his 
own hand. 

Personally, we can not reject either one of the 
sixty-six books, nor is our confidence in one greater 
than in any other, Doubtless there is a difference 
in the value of the books—their measure of help- 
fulness to the religious life and the general well- 
being of the soul. 

So, some letters of the alphabet are of more spe- 
cial value than othere, and some articles of diet are 
of greater worth than others, but all the letters are 
needed at times, and g> to strengthen the literary 
temple at last, while all forms of diet given by 
God are of value as food, and the world could ill- 
afford to surrender either one of them. 

Interwoven in the Scriptures are science, biog- 
raphy, history, poetry, philosophy, providence, 
morality, law, prophecy, the sermon,etc. Oould 
they all be separated, one might be chosen before 
another as of greater worth, but interwoven each 
with the other, they constitute a beautiful whole 
which excites the admiration of the nations to-day, 
as they have that of the sainted ages for genera- 
tions, 

The church has defended the Bible as a whole, 
seeing clearly that the books which constitute it are 
cemented stones of the same temple, and that to 
displace ard reject one stone is to weaken and im- 
peril the entire structure. If it could be demon- 
strated that Job and Genesis were not inspired of 
God, that E:ther and Proverbs had no claim to a 
place within the Holy Book, or that Peter and 
Revelation were without right to place in the vol- 
ume of inspired books, then, very easily, the faith 
of the world in other books of the Book could be 
overthrown. With the rejection of one book, the 
way would be open to the rejection of all the books. 

As with entire books of the Bible, so with parts 
of the books of the Bible, If this chapter or sec- 
tion of Job must be thrown out, or that chapter or 
section of Genesis, Jonah, or Numbers, then the 
way is easily opened for the rejection of other 
chapters and other sections, until at last the Old 
Book will be given to the bats as a volume of dead 
issues and of no authority. 

The Old Testament Scriptures are the foundations 
on which the New Testament Scriptures have been 
built. Each of the Gospel historians quotes largely 


with him who would accept the New Testament 
Scriptures would therefore be impossible, for the 
rootlets of the New Testament Scriptures every. 
where ramify the Old. 

Like the Jews, one may much more easily re. 
ject the New Testament, believing the Old, thay 
to reject the Old Testament, believing the Ney, 
Every great truth of the New Testament igg 
stream, the fountain head of which is found in the 
Old Testament Scriptures. He who believes in the 
stream must consent that the stream and thesourea 
of it are identical parts of one whole. 

The thirty-nine books of the Old Testament are 
exactly the same in the Jewish and the Oltristian 
churches, and they are the same to-day as when 
Jesus read them and the apostles taught trom 
them. The very stories we read therein they 
read ; those stories were all as wonderful to them ag 
to us; and if they contain elements improbable 
and unreasonable now, they did when Jesus and 
the apostles lived. But it is manifest to all that 
neither Jesus nor the apostles questioned the truth 
of any of the Old Testament stories. Nota jeer 
nor a sneer comes from Jesus, Paul, Peter, James, 
or John, as they speak of that Book made under 
the eye of God by holy men of God who spake ag 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost. Had they 
been untrue as books, or had the books contained 
untruths, Jesus would have known the fact, and in 
the wisdom and fairness of his heart he would 
have revealed the truth and protested against their 
acceptance as God’s Word. 

He did not adversely criticise them, but on the 
contrary did indorse the Jewish Scriptures as both 
teaching of him and revealing eternal life. 

So far as special stories of the Old Testament 
Scriptures are concerned, we see them clearly in- 
dorsed by the New Testament writers. Jesus him- 
self indorses the story of Jonah as true (Matt, 
12: 39); Paul declares that Eve was beguiled by 
the serpent (II. Oor. 11: 3); that all men died in 
Adam (I. Oor. 15: 22) [this looks much like the 
Fal]]; and that Abraham offered up Isaac (Heb, 
11: 17); James (2: 21) also declares that Abraham 
offered his son Isaac upon the altar. Peter, in his 
second letter (2: 16). declares that the dumb ass 
did speak with a man’s voice to Balaam. 

Thus a repudiation of these Old Testament sto- 
ries is much like a denial of the wisdom and the 
veracity of Jesus and the apostles. It certainly 
also is a denial of as much of the New Testament 
as confirms the stories referred to in the Old, and 
if they affirm falsities, who can have faith in apy 
of their teachings as true? 

The withholding of adverse or denunciatory 
criticisms of Old Testament stories on the part of 
Jesus and the apostles, knowing the faith of the 
Jews in them, was not only a virtual but an em- 
phatic indorsement of them on their part, and if 
they are not true, we may justly bold Jesus and 
his inspired apostles as responsible for palming off 
untruths upon the world. But they did nothing 
of thesort. They stood by the Word of God as a 
whole because it was truth, and just this the editor 
of the HERALD and all its true friends will do, and 
the HERALD OF GosPEL LIBERTY, as the organ 
of the Obristians, will be found ever true and faith- 
ful to the grand old creed which, for ninety-three 
years, it has earnestly and devotedly defended as 
the proper and snoffisient basis of faith for the 
church.

He was God in- 
carnate. ‘‘God is love.’”’? The great central sun will 
not cease to shine, though the planets and satellites 
withdraw their light. Nor will the divine light of 
Christ, which illuminates the hearts of the millions 
of earth, go out because the printing press fails and 
sinners abound. 


WE REVERENCE THE BIBLE 


vastly more now than in the earlier history of our 
experience, because we see more clearly now than 
then that the Old Testament was divinely appointed 
to prepare the world for the coming of Ohrist, and 
that the New Testament was to go forth as the 
objective evidence of his having come. But suchis 
our faith in the living Christ that we have no ap- 
prehensions or forebodings of danger, even though 
the “higher criticism’’ might proceed to eliminate 
all of the miraculous from the Bible (which it never 
can) and infidelity ccm mit the little remnant to the 
flames. Christan iall the great truths of that sacred 
book would still live in the hearts and lives of his 
true followers.

‘I am he that liveth and 
was dead, and, behold, I am alive for evermore.’”’ 
Infidelity survives in the vain hope that if it can 
destroy the Bible then it has sapped the foundation 
of Christianity, and that the temple of our holy re- 
ligion will topple to its final fall. ‘‘Destroy this 
temple”? and the Livine Christ will build it up 
again. Nor would it require any miracle save the 
ever-living miracle of Christ in the hearts and minds 
of his people. There is not a saving truth in the 
Bible that might not be reproduced by the living

Our New Testament was first written on mate- 
rial made from the bark of trees. At the end *f 
three hundred years, because of their perishable 
character, these manuscripts had nearly all per- 
ished.. Eusebius—than whom no greater biblical 
historian bas ever lived—about the beginning of the 
fourth century gathered and collated these manu- 
scripts, together with what had been said of them 
by the apostolic fathers, from which he concluded 
that had all the original manuscripts been destroyed 
that the New Testament might have been sub- 
stantially reproduced by quotations made by 
these apostolic fathers. Some one has said 
that “if the entire Old Testament, together 
With all the New Testament, were sunk to 
the depths of the sea, yet if only we have left 
the sermon on the mount we have enough to 
leaven up the whole lump and to save the world.” 
Yes, and if the skepticism and the infidelity of 
America and Europe were to gain the power, as 
Catholicism did in Spain, and repeat the history of 
that sacrilegious cruelty by building pyramids of 
the sacred Scriptures and then apply the torch until 
the last Bible be consumed, yet as long as we have 
& living Christ, whose spirit of love in the hearts of 
his people is omnipotent, there is still “‘enough to 
leaven up the whole lump and save the world.” 
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the ‘‘various colors of the rainbow,” than that the 
man who bas had no experience in this higher pos- 
sible life of the soul should vw ciferate on the ques- 
tion, ““What is Ohristianity?” And because 
of the native kinship of the soul to this higher life 
the natural man may have some conception of the 
secret trath of this ‘‘religion of love.”

One will say, ‘Yes, a great many persons so under- 
stand it.”

A Woman's Oonference. 

At 10:30 A. M., February 28th, in the parlors of 
the M. E school buildings in Tokio, a number of 
missionary ladies met for a prayer and social meet- 
ing. The president of the meeting chose the subject 
of the ‘‘Holy Spirit,’’ and gave references, to which 
several of the ladies turned and read aloud. Com- 
ments were made on each passage by the leader 
who made the subject of general interest to all and 
drew out some discursion on several points. The 
question was asked, ‘‘D es God indite our prayers?”’ 
when one lady cited the case of Moses who was on 
the mount six days before God spoke to him; thus 
should we quietly wait in an attitude to hear God’s 
voice, and not, as do many of us, go to him with a 
preoccupied mind, Then arose a discussion as to 
how Jesus could pray, ‘‘Let this cup pass from me,”’’ 
while the question was settled by the answer that 
his willingness to drink the cup came through the 
promptings of the Holy Spirit. 

Several instances were given of help proffered 
when in doubt and fear before a class waiting to be 
taught come Bible lesson. Strange illumination of 
the text had come and happily appropriated. An- 
other thought expressed was that to be importunate 
and at the same time patient in waiting God’s time 
seemed quite contrary to our nature, and that our 
importunity was very apt to be impetuosity, like 
the child teasing for something that it wanted 
very much. The whole spirit of the morning ses- 
sion was for the direction of the Hcly Spirit in all 
matters. 

The afternoon session was mainly given to the 
discussion of the question as to the best methods for 
evangelistic work at the present time. An excellent 
paper was read by Mrs. Pierson, who bas been for 
twenty years in evangelistic work and has had for 
some time a school for the training of Bible women. 
The tenor of the address was that Bible methods 
were the most succeesful, and that success depended 
as much on the qualifications of the worker as the 
methods applied ; for now, as then, some were called 
to be apostles, others teachers, still others evangel- 
ists. The commission is indubitable, and as for Paul 
so f r u’, it is woe unto us if we preach not the Gos- 
pel. Tne same conditions are found at this present 
time as were found in imperial Rome, with its 
paganism ; in Greece, with its cuiture; in Jadea, 
with its pharisaism.

Dr. Parker’s work in this volume is full 
of concentrated wisdom, the very essence 
of intelligence, philosophy, wit, and com- 
Mon sense. No student of human nature 
can fail to find a thousand and one valua- 
ble sentiments digested in this bok, to 
Which he can give his approval, and from 
Which he may quote, and in which he will 
find a spiritual next of kin. Including, as 
it does, Ecclesiastes, The Song of Solomon, 
‘nd Isaiah (to include Chapter XXVI.), 
our readers may be sure of the psrticular 
Value of the volume. Its six pages of in- 
dex matter are of signal use, as a glance 
‘tthem, here and there, will show. For

instance, under B, our eye catches “‘Be- 
hold’—a solemn word in Scripture,” and 
we need not say to what forceful and edi- 
fying phrases it directs the reader.

atissue. There are also some instructive 
volumes that treat the entire subj ct with 

a certain comprehensiveness. But hitherto 

all these general treatises have been either 

of the discursive or of the propagandist 
kind. We have lacked an exhaustive 
work of pure info-mation. Therefore the 
appearance of a ‘Cyclopedia of Temperance 

nd Prohibition,’ from the press of Funk 

& Wagpalls, occasions more than ordinary 

interest. An authoritative and workman- 

like cyclopedia is precisely the book most 
needed now by persons who desire krow!l- 
edge more than opinions or generaliza- 
tions. There was ground beforehand for 
reasonable hope that such a cyclopedia, 
issued by the publishers of The Voice, 
would be constructed with much care and 
ability—especially since it has been an- 
nounced that the work has been in prepa- 
ration for more than two years.
